Involved in performing reading, writing and mathematics and an under- 
standing cf the difficulties that students experience, behavioral 
objectives were prepared. The objectives or skills were listed in 
such a way as to he functionally operative when taken in a S4rl«s. 
The more elementary skills are reviewed and reinforced when the 
student studies each new skill. The method is applic^le to students 
who function at or above the level of the first grade. It can be 
used to raise the functioning level of the ifi^ School Graduate. 
Using this method, students can learn reading, writing and mathenatics 
simultaneously or separately as desired. He can be instructed in 
a homogenous group or indivijSually. The student should attend classes 
on at least two nonconsecutive days each week if possible. However,

PESCRIPTIOW OF INMOVATIOM ? The Choetaw Adult Education Project is 
characterized by the followii^ features: 

a. Thin program aims at reaching the individual , specifically in 
helping hia identify his needs and encouraging hla to set realistic 
objectives that will enable hia to meet these needs. (The staff 
recognizes that many of its clients have a nui^er of unfelt needs 
and in deference to that seeks to counsel the if^ividual so that he 
can recognize and cope with thMe xMeds.) 

b. All instruction is individually baaed; each participant is taught 
individually and may move as rapidly or as slowly as he chooaea. 

c . Students are encouraged to select for themselves what they want to 
study. 

d. Vhile the raphasis is on iiulividual instruction, som group 
learning experiences are included in the program so that the adulta 
can learn to function in a groiq> -situation. 

a. When poaalble, program staff members provide transportation for the 
students to the doctor, to the tribal office, to Philadelphia for 
drivers' license testing, to voter registration centers, and to 
voting precincts for tribal, local, and national electiona. 

f . In many instances, whole families are participating in the program; 
parents come to study and are often accw>anied by thelx children 
who receive help with their hCNMwork by ' ^e ABE staff . 

g. A large nimber of elderly people attend ie classes (which for many 
of them constitutes the only social mttU : that they have.) 

h. The classes are informal and designed to provide a non- threatening 
climate for learning for Choctaw adults. 

i. Choctaw paraprofessionals are responsible for teaching readli^ Co 
meet beginning students who speak only Ctoctaw. (TheM paraprofes- 
sionals are all high school graduates who teach in the community in 
which they reside or have resided.) 

j. The paraprofessionals take 9-12 hours of college coursework per 

semester as part of their job. Tuition and supplies are provided by 
the program. 

k. This Is a very portable prograa; it is designed to work (and does) 
wherever a meeting place can be established. Teachers carry class- 
room supplies with than from camaaaity to comsnity. 

1. The prograa operates evening classes in six c<ffiBunities. (Four of 
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the co^Minities have requested and received day classes in addition 
to the evening classes.) 

Transportation to classes is provided by the prograa. 

Although only funded for 100 participants, the prograa serves over 

200 adults (224 currently enrolled in the classes.)

"me program serves to some extent as a referral service, helping the 
adult student contact various service agSMies. 

This pro( as also raploys the approach that the adul ts s^Mild learn 
to do things for themselves rather than have someone do for and aake 
decisions for them. (In counseling, the prograa* 8 ais is to suggest 
alternatives for problea solving and allow the adult to choose for 
himself; the staff tries never to prescribe answers to problems for 
the client.) 

The staff participates in in-service training which deals with tte 
sociological, psychological, and physiological characteristics of 
the adult, with prograa planning, curriculum developoent, and learning 
aaterial preparation. 

Teaching methods and teaching materials are those that the adult 
participants desire, i.e., the staff uses whatever the clients 
accept. For exaaple, most of the adults indicated that they felt 
that audio-visuals were a waste of time, so no A/V aides are eoqtloyed 

in teaching. 

The prograa* s paraprofessionals are not merely aides; rather they are 
teachers, each assigned a group of students to plan for* to select 
learning material for, and to teach. (They receive guidance i4mb the 
need arises from the teacher in the classro<».) 

The paraprofessionals here participate in a career ladder which iMds 
to professicmal status upon tlwir coa^letion of a degree. A aldway 
step in the career latkler is that of Junior teacher; currently, three 
paraprofessionals occupy the roles of Junior teachers. As meh, 
they are given additional teaching responsibilities, teach more 
classes, receive a higher salary, and supervise the paraprofessionals 
with whom they work. (In two eoDmnities, Junior teachers wrk 
without a teacher in the classroom with thai; this eiq»erleiice bas 
iforked exceptionally well.)
